Police Court Delays. 


The Magistrate, tho Sbutietin of 
the home Magistrates’ Asyociation, 
proposes that the clerk should tuke 
down evidence in police courts in 
shorthand to speed-up the procedure 
in these places.

PARTNERSHIP ‘ DISPUTE. 
FRAUD CHARGE FAILS. 

Judgment was given by the Chief 
Justice Gir William Rees Davies 
K.C) yesterday, in a Chinese part- 
“nership dispute which occupied the 
Supreme Court's attention for a 
_ good many days.recently. Wong 
_ Oneshing was:the plaintiff and the 
defendants were Au-Man-kit and 
others.” ‘ : : 
The plaintiff, who was a partner 
jn the defendant firm, claimed 
an account of what was due to him 
at the time of his retirement from 
the firm. Au Man-kit is the mana- 
ging partner of the firm which 
was established in 1905 for 
the purpose of effecting sales 
and purchases on behalf af 
clients in Shanghai. During 1913 
and 3919 Au Man Kit on behalf of 
the firm purchased two houses in 


Gilman's Bazaar, Hongkong, for 


$32,500. In January, Ig2I, he suld 
them again for $34,000. The plain- 
tiff alleged that this amount was a 
gross undervalue, the properties 
being worth $55,000. He said they 
were ‘sold without his knowledge 
and consent and that the amount 
paid him on his retirement in May 
1921 as-his share was based on the 
purchase price.
